The clearings for the 
week ended last night were %$696,916,203, a de- 
crease over the corresponding week of last 
year amounting to $428,870,120.

DIMINISHING YELLOWSTONE PARE. 


Beginning of Legislation to Allow the 
Puilding of a Railway. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 2.—By unanimous 
consent Representative Hartman of Vontana 
was yesterday permitted to introduce in tbe 
House a bill to change the boundaries of the 
Yellowstone Park. It is the dill phat passed 
the Senate last Congress, but failed in the 
House. By its terms that portion of the park 
lying northeast of the Yellowstone River is 
segregated from the par and restored to the 
public domain. The extent of the park, 
however, is to be inereased by the addition 
ofastriponthe east and south in Wyoming. 

Mr. Hartman explained the purpose of the 
bill to be to permit the construction of a rail- 
road to the Cook City mining region, outside 
the limits of the limits of the park. Mr. Bate-

It will attack at any time 
andin going about the country you must 
keepaneye on the tarantula holes in the 
ground, or one may sting you any none, 
and then, as a rule, good-by. I’ve hunte 
them many a day, for mer bring 50 cents 
apiece at the stores in St. Thomas, and that 
is a good bit toa boy who has to cast about 
mighty sharp to make a dime ina warm 
country where the negroes, who are poor, 
are many, and the white peoplefew. You 
sea, mister, our chances in thetropics are 
not like they are in this country, where there 
is so much to do and so many ways to pick up 

ennies nowandthen at almost anything. 

ifty cents for a tarantula, dead or alive, 
seemed a heap of money to us young darkies 
down there, and getting bit was not thought 
of enough to frighten us from the hunt after 
them. 

We have no other dangerous insects or 
reptiles on that island except the tarantula, 
but there are lots of them. You must be 
mighty careful in going about not to get 
stung, for very few people live if they are 
bit. The best and only thing to do it you are 
caught is to use the poison of the spider and 
sing or play music just as soon as possible, 
The 1 puts — to sleep almost at once, 
and it is mighty hard to get a person awake 
after ward. 

There are about 10,000 of my races on St. 
Thomas of the 13,000 who are on the island, 
and at least half the families keep a bottle of 
rum with tarantulas in it in their houses. As 
soon as they are struck, if they can get where 
it is quickly, they may live. e sore part is 
rubved with m, and somegimes they take it 
inwardly. But you see, mister, the bite is 
apt to put them to sleep before they can get 
at the poison in the rum bottle like what 1s in 
their body, and then they are almost sure to

They are sent to Engiand to be used for 
medicine. That is what a merchant in St. 
Thomas told me. He said that it was hard 
for him to get . tor lots of them were 
wanted in England. I don’t know how they 
fixthem up, but that is what the man that I 
used to hunt them for told me. 

**How do you catch them?’’ 

Well, mister, you see we have a tall grass 
growing all over the island, and when we go 
hunting we pick some af it and take it along. 
When we get where the tarantula holes are 
we just strip the head off ofa piece of this 
grass, make a loop In the end and slip it over 
the head of one of these little harmless nouse 
lizards, of which there are thousands. You 
find them everywhere, even in the houses. 
They won’t hurt anybody, and we pay no at- 
tention to them, When one is caught, just 
take him to the hole, drop him in a little way 
andthe big se comes up quickly after 
him. Just pull him slowly away from the 
hole and the tarantula comes along. You 
have the house lizardin one hand, a shingle 
intheother. You ut your foot over the 
hole and throw the shingle over the taran- 
tula, it you can. Each one is worth 50 cents 
dead or alive, if you don’t break his body. 
You have to strike him just right every time 
to get the 50 cents. Then you put him ina 
bottle with a big neck and go looking for an- 
— hole, and there do just as you did be- 

ore. 
» sSupposing that he strikes you?“ 

Well, you must — quick when 
you hit him, and look sharp all the time af- 
ter he follows the lizard out of the hole, for 
he has his eye on you as wellas on the lizard. 
If he gets on to you then there is trouble, and 
nothing can save you except that poisoned 
rum I told youabout and constant playing on 
some kind of musical instrument, or singing 
some well-known song. But everything has 
to be done with great quickness. There is 
no time to wait. I've seen them die almost 
as soon as they were ditten.

Measure To-Day. 


A DECISIVE MAJORITY AND GREAT NQ 
THUSIASM EVIDENCED, 


Conelusion of the Great Debate and Inoi- 
dents of the Close—Morley Says the 
Opposition Is a Lost Cause—Balfour on 
the Insane Acts of the Parliament’s 


Popular Franch. 


Lonpor, Sept. 2.—The Irish home-rule bill 
passed the House of Commons at 1 o’clock 
this morning. The opposition was bitter to 
the last. | 

John Morley especially distinguished him- 
self by replying to Col. Sanderson by s caustic 
speech in which he reviewed Ireland's 
struggle for self-government. Morley’s fnal 
climax was an interrogation: ‘‘Does it not 
come home to the honorable gentleman 
(Col. Sanderson) that he is fighting for a lost 
cause?’’ 

The division following Morley’s speech was 
conducted in quiet. No cheering occurred 
until after the count was announced. Then 
the Government side cheered long and loud. 
Gladstone sat silent. He looked over toward 
them and seemed lost in thought apparently 
heedless of the demonstration. The ‘opposi- 
tion cheered because the Government vote 
lacked two or three of its members. Then the 
Liberals and the Irish took upthe demonstra- 
tion again and shaking of hands and con- 
gratulations closed this memorable scene in 
the British House of Commons. 

Preliminary to the final debate a long list 
of questions had to be answered. In reply to 
a query of John Redmond, Mr. Gladstone 
said he would issue a commission upon the 
financial relations between England and Ire- 
land at the beginning of the year. 

Justin McCarthy took the initiative in final 
debate, speaking on similar lines to John 
Dillon’s speech of last evening. 

Then Joseph Chamberlain followed and 
claimed the bill struck a deadly blow at the 
honor and interests of the country, but he 

could not avoid being filled with admiration 
at the courage, resolution, resources and 
eloquence of the Prime Minister. 

Mr. Chamberlain was loudly cheered, 
Ihen the members went to dinner. Cham- 
berlain’s speech of an hour or more was 
brilMdant. He was sarcastic and bitter to his 
old enemies. He said the Dbiil was not 
of British policy, but was forced by the 
Irish majority. What the Irish demanded 
the British might refuse to grant. They 
would appeal to the good sense and imperial 
instincts’ of the people to save England from 
becoming the laughing stock of mankind. 
He alluded to John Redmond’s speech and 
said it would be hailed by his followers in 
Ireland and America asa forerunner of the 
pressure ot the ruture. 

Many others spoke, and J. 8. Wallace, the 
Advanced Liberal, said that while he had 
voted for the bill on second reading he could 
not support it. He was followed by T. P. 
O'Connor. Mr. Balfour spoke for more than 
an hour and said the insane acts of the Gov- 
ernment proved the necessity of the House of 
Lords as a bulwark of the greatness and in- 
terests of the Empire. 

John Morley, Chief Secretary for Ireland, 
followed ina bitter speech against the tac- 
tics of the opposition. He said the Govern- 
ment had no fear of the verdict of the coun- 
try. The adoption of the bill by the House of 
Commons would be a recognition of the na- 
tional demand of Ireland. 

A division was had on Courtney’s amend. 
ment, which was defeated. 

The bill was then put on its third reading 
and passed by a vote of 301 to 267. 

It was hurried to the House of Lords who 
gave ita first reading and adjourned. Two 
thousand persons were jammed in front of 
the House of Commons gates. Many Irish 
were among them. These sang the ‘‘W ear- 
ing of the Green’’ and cheered Mr. Gladstone. 
Anon they increased in size until they were 
packed all the way from Downing street to 
the Palace yard. Thelrish in the crowd san 
God Save Ireland, cheered Gladstone an 


hooted Balfour.

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TRIED TO SOBER UP. 


F. C. Story Took an Overdose of Bro- 
midia and Killed Himself. 


F. C. Story of New York anda guest of the 
St. James Hotel died at the Dispensary 
early this morning from the effects of an 
overdose of bromidia, taken either by accli- 
Gent or with suicidal intent. Deceased has 
an interest in ‘‘Story’s Legal Digest and D1- 
rectory of Lawyers, for which he was 
canvassing. He had en office in the Equl- 


table building, BroadWay, New York. 

Story cametothis city about aweek ago 
and atonce started out ona spree. Since 
his arrival he has been drinking very 
heavily. Two days ago he registered at the 
St. James Hotel. Shortly before midnight 
yesterday he entered Dr. K. Morgner’s drug 
store at the corner of Sixth and Walnut 
streets and asked tobe givena drink on 
credit. The attendant refused his request, 
telling himthat hehad already taken more 
to drink than was good for him. 

Well, I guess I'll take my medicine then,“ 
was Story’s reply, as be seated himself at 
the soda- water fountain, and pulling a bot- 
tle from his pocket, he placed it to his lips 
and took several swallows. Afew moments 
alterwards he left the drug store, and going 
to the side entrance of Havlin's Theater, 
called several times for the elevator boy to 
come and take him up-stairs. lle was evi- 
dently under the impression that he was in 
the St. James Hotel. Asno one responded 
to his call, he again entered the drug store, 
and taking off his coat, rolled it up as a pil- 
low, laid down on the floorand went tosleep. 
It was then that th attendant noticed an 
empty phial, labeled bromedia, lyingon the 
edge of the counter ‘here Story had been 
sitting a few moments before At once 
surmising that he bad @@swallowed 
an overdose of the mixture, the 
clerk called Dr. L. A. Turnbull, 
who was standing outside the store, and the 
latter, after a hasty examination, sum- 
moned an ambulance and had him conveyed 
to the Dispensary, where he died within a 
few moments of hisarrival. The body was 
taken tothe Morgue, where it was identified 
this morning by the clerk at the st. James. 

Dr. Turnbullis not inclined to think the 
case one of suicide. He believes that de- 
ceased bought the bromidia to sober up on, 


and that, while intoxicated, he did not re- 
alize how much of it he Mas taking. This 
theory is also held by those who have known 
deceased during his stay in this city. His

The Garbage Question. 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Are we as citizens to be compelled to sub- 
mit to Mr. Butler’s dictations? Is it not 
time that Mr. Butler should be compelled ta 
live up to the ordinances of our city, and not 


the ordinances and the citizens bow down to 
his dictations and rulings? 

The stand he takes in not removing the 
garbage from a certain patent pall is an in- 
sult to those who have purchased one of the 
same. I myself have one of the buckets 
he has given orders not to remove 
the garbage from, although he did remove 
itand in good ‘shape for the frst three or 
four times. I myself went out tosee how 
the bucket would dothe first time and was 
thoroughly satisfied thatl had overcomea 
great nuisance, and recommended it to sey- 
erai friends on Change. Very often when out 
riding in the evening I would drive my team 
myself back through the alley to my stable, 
and would find old boxes and buckets with 
decayed garbage upset in the alley by pass 
ing Wagons. Mr. Butler said his men would 
lose time removing the garbage from these 
pails. I have just a few words to say in reply 
to this point. Since his orders to his drivers 
not to remove my gargage from the 
bucket which I bought, I put into my yard a 
large wooden box just alongside of the Ideal 
Bucket, which is just sixteen and one-half 
feetfrom my back gate. My servant in- 
formed the garbage driver where she would 
place the garbage, and he comes inside and 
carries the box out to his wagon and dumps 
it. Then preg * it back againand puts it 
alongside the Ideal Bucket. Now, just look 
atthe inconsistency of such a movement. 
Here isthe garbageinthe Ideal Bucket 
within four feet of his wagon that he refuses 
to remove (no gate to open or shut) on the 
one side and a box which he must 
goontheinside of the gate to get first, 
then carry the same back again 
making two trips and just eight times as far 
from his wagon. I deem his excuse a very 
far fetched one on this point, and I am free to 
express this cannot be a proper excuse for 
not removing the garbage as it should be. 
Again one of my neighbors has a brick bin 
built for his garbage, which has to be re- 
moved by scooping it out with a shovel.

Legislature and a general law against a 
charter provision adopted by the city of St. 
Louis, which Judge Fisher bad already de- 
cided in favor of the supremacy of the act of 
the Legislature. Inthe Manker case there 
aretwoactsof the Legislature, passed at 
dinerent times, providing for different 
modes of procedure in the manner of ousting 
an officer, neither of them having scarce! 

any relevancy to the St. Louis 
charter provision on the subject. 
The Supreme Court decides in the 
Manker case that the two statutory pro- 
visions do not really conflict, and that the 
former special statute is not repealed by the 
latter, whichis general. If Col. Marshal’s 
position is correct as between the st. Louls 
charter provision and the State statute as 
tothe manner of ousting a regularly com- 
missioned and bonded officer, what is to De- 
come of the improvement act of the last 
Legislature, which gy that all ex- 
penses of street making, grading, repairs, 
etc., shall hereafter be paid by the property 
owners?

Nothing is more certain in this world 
than that punishment follows legislative 
sins. The pernicious effect of bad legisla- 
tion may be slow, butitissure. The very 
slowness of the work of retribution renders 
the connection between the effect and the 
cause obscure and thus enables the shifty 
politicians responsible for wrongs and 
errors of legislation to conceal their guilt 
and dodge popular condemnation. 

The best work that honest friends of the 
people can do is to trace causes and effects 
in legislation and discover, point out and 
endeavor to correct the errors and wrongs 
which bring suffering. There never was 
greater need for such service in this 
country than at the present time. The 
American people are groaning under griev- 
ous burdens caused by legislative sins.

Committee have erred seriously in appoint- 
ing public hearings on tariff revision during 
the present session of Congress. 

The extraordinary session. was not called 
to take upthe tariff question or to under- 
take general legislation. It was convened 
solely to repeal the silver purchase act. That 
accomplished, Congress should adjourn and 
give the country a rest. It needs time to 
Dreathe and to take its bearings after the 
storm. 

The preparation of a reformed tariff bill, 
to which the Democratic party is pledged, 
nas been advanced at least four months by 
the organization ot the House and 
the appointment of the commit- 
tees. The Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, with the able assistance of the 
wise head of the Treasury Department, could 
digest and prepare a tariff bill auring the re. 
cess and have it ready to report at the open. 
ing ofthe regular session in December. It 
could then be passed defore tue end of next 
winter, in ample time to give business inter- 
ests due notice of its provisions before they 
took effect, andto acquaint the people with 
its operation before the elections of next 


year.

Money, Trade and Taxes. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

I would suggest for the consideration of 
Congress and the people of the United 
States: 

1. That money isa universal necessity it hat 
no race nor tribe can do without some form 


of money. 

2. That a universal currency should be 
adapted to universal requirements. 

3. That commerce cannot exist without 
money for the settlement of trade Dal- 
ances, whether domestic or foreign. 

4. That that nation which trades with most 
other peoples or nations, will become 
the wealthiest and most powerful. 

5. That such a people should be prepared 
to trade with other peoples in that form of 
currency causing the least difficulty in ef- 
fecting exchanges;that is to say, in gold 
with gold monometallic netions;in silver 
with silver mononmistallic nations, and in 
both or either metal with bimetallic nations. 

6. That the United States being the pro- 
ducer of half theannual product of both 
metals—with manufactured products de- 
sired by every nation on the globe—and the 
food 22 of the so-called wealthiest and 
s0-call)d most civi'ized nations—is in posi- 
tion to dictate (and to profit by advantages 
of) a bimetallic currency, both for home and 
foreign uses, without consultation with or 
aid from foreizn peoples. 

7. That the United States should take the 
present opportunity of universal financial 
and monetary distress, to inaugurate a 
policy whose object shall be to secure for us 
the domination of the world’s commerce. 

I would suggest that the steps best calcu- 
lated to accomplish this result are: 

1. The unlimited coinage of gold and stiver, 
at the average ratio which has obtained dur- 
ing the history of the world—to take effect 
Jan. 1, 1894, 

2. The declaration of a pote os absolute 
free trade on and after Jan. 1, 1900. 

3. Such revision of our navigation laws as 
will restore to us the proportionate command 
of the commerce of the seas to which our 
geographical position and population entitle 
us, to take effect Jan. 1, 1894. 

4. A graduated income tax for the support 
of the Government, and pronibiting (as far 
As possivle) all taxon enterprise and indus- 
try, that is, taxing only the surplus accumu- 
lation above a certain amount, to take effect 
Jan. 1, 1900, JOHN T. FIELD.

NEWLY-MADE LAWS WILL CLOSE ALL 
THE EASTERN COURSES. 


Hawthorne May Close, Leaving East St. 
Louis and Perhaps Madison to Fight It 
Out in the West—The Mexican and Hot 
Springs Tracks — Athiletics—OCycling— 
Base Ball—Sporting Gossip. . 


The inauguration of the annual fall Latonia 
meeting this afternoon serves to remind the 
Western turf world that the bugle call will 
soon sound the close of the strictly legitimate 
racing season for 18938 on both the Western 
and Eastern circuits. Of course the local 
Fair Grounds meeting will be continued until 
the snow files, provided it pays, but it cannot 
be classed with the legitimate limited day 
meetings of the Western Turf Congress, not- 
withstanding the fact that the St. Louis 
Jockey Club belongs to the organization. 
From Latonia the banagtails will move over to 
Louisville and thence to Nashville, where 
the windup will take place. The fall 
season in the East was opened at 
the Coney Island Jockey Club’s Sheeps- 
head Bay course last Saturday and 
after the Brooklyn club’s meeting at Grave- 
send will be broughttoaclose by the New 
York club’s meeting at Westchester, or Mor- 
ris Park, as some call it. Clifton, Gutten- 
burg, Gloucester and possibly Elizabeth WIII 
then have matters their own way until the 
New Jersey law against winter racing goes 
into effect, when the Eastern circuit will be 
without a regular meeting, provided one is 
not opened at Washington. Billy Thompson, 
known as the Duke of Gloucester, has, it 18 
reported, ascheme of this kind under con- 
tem plation. 

In this section winter racing will be fur- 
nished at East St. Louis and possibly Madt- 
son. Ameeting at New Orleans will also 
take place as usual, while San Francisco will 
have its regular winter campaign, commenc- 
ing in October. Whether there will be racing 
at Chicago this winter is hard to decide 
justat present. Ed Corrigan has announced 
his intention of closing the gates of the 
Cicero Course in November, but they wlll be 
thrown open again if Roby attempts to run, 
The Hawthorne magnate will permit only 
Washington Park to divide the World's Fair 
city racing patronage with his track and if 
Roby magnates endeavor to earn some 
money this winter, Corrigan maxes no secret 
of the fact that he will block their game. It 
was demonstrated conclusively last winter 
that Chicago cannot support two tracks in 
the winter and Roby will hardly be opened as 
long as Corrigan stands inthe way. The re- 
port that Frank Shaw is behind a movement 
to inaugurate a winter meeting at 
Madison has created much comment 
in local turf circles. Like Chicago 
this city will hardly support two tracks in 
the winter, andthe chances are that ifthe 
course at the eastern end of the Merchants’ 
Bridge end the Past Side clash both tracks 
will lose money while the war is in progress. 
This will mean the survival of the one with 
the most money behind it, providing the pub- 
lic does not take a fancy to one and patronize 
it exclusively, tothe cost ofthe other. This 
would, of course, close the latter, no matter 
how much financial backing it had. Ifa 
clash of this kind takes place, however, the 
prospects are thatit will result as it didin 
Chicago last winter, when Hawthorne, with 
the biguest backing, outstayed Roby and 
made the latter close its gates.

It Will Be Weakened by the Testimony of 
Gov.
